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INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  USERS 


This  index  has  been  compiled  to  assist  researchers  who  may  have 
reason  to  consult  the  HISTORICAL  JOURNAL  OF  WESTERN  MASSACHUSETTS 
(1972-1980)  or  its  successor,  the  HISTORICAL  JOURNAL  OF  MASSACHUSETTS 
(1980-1982).  The  editors  have  tried  to  provide  as  thorough  an  index 
as  possible,  including  both  names  and  subjects,  and  cross-referencing 
where  appropriate.  Users  seeking  information  on  specific  individuals 
ought  to  be  aware  that  it  is  possible  that  different  persons  having 
the  same  name  were  mentioned  in  various  articles  over  the  years.  To 
research  an  individual,  then,  one  would  be  advised  to  look  up  every 
reference  to  persons  of  that  name,  even  though  the  first  references 
may  prove  to  be  of  a  different  individual.  In  addition,  it  is 
suggested  that  users  seeking  information  on  individuals  should  look 
up  references  to  persons  with  the  same  last  name,  but  who  are  only 
identified  by  their  titlesi  Doctor,  Reverend,  Professor,  and  so 
forth.  Users  seeking  information  on  a  subject  should  look  up  not 
only  that  subject,  but  also  related  subjects. 

The  entries  are  indexed  by  the  volume  number,  issue  number,  and 
page  numbers.  Thus,  Adams  Express  Company,  3(1): 32  indicates  that 
the  reference  to  the  Adams  Express  Company  is  found  in  volume  3, 
number  1,  page  32. 

In  order  to  facilitate  use  of  future  issues  and  indices  of  the 
JOURNAL,  pages  in  each  year's  volume  will  be  numbered  consecutively, 
and  an  annual  index  will  be  included  in  the  last  issue  of  each  year.
